A reservation desiznated as the Southwestern Alasks Fisheries Res-
ervation having been created by the Executive Order of November 3, 1922,
Chris A. Upheim and Fred Sargent, whose post office address is Kodiak,
Alaska, are hereby authorised to engage in the catching and salting of
salmon, herring and codfish on the morthern shore of Shuyak Island,
within Zone Three of the Kodiak-Afognak District of the said reserva-
tion, during the calemndar year 1924, under the following conditions:

1. That fighing within the Afognak Forest and Fish Culture Re-
serve shall be solely by natives or others who are privileged to figh
within that reservation.

2. That the permittees may pack for commercial purposes not to
exceed fifty (50) bdarrels of fed salmon, three hundred (300) barrels of
coho or silver salmon, and five hundred (500) barrels of humpback salmon.
No restriction is imposed as to the amount of h-rrin; and codfish that

may be prepared.

3. That the permittees shall observe the existing laws and regu-
lations for the protection of the fisheries of Alessks and for the admin-
istration of the said reservation (copiee of which are attached hereto
and the conditions of which are made a part of this permit), as well as
those that may hereafter be enmacted or promulgated for such purposes.

4. That this permit expires December 31, 1924, is not transfer-
able, and is revocable at any time at the pleasure of the Secretary of
Commerce.
